The Liverpool market has been steady, 
with medium sales and no change in the 
price. We again refer our readers to No. 23 
for the state of that market, and again repeat, 
we see no reason for that market dropping 
any lower. 

There are now 318000 bales of American 
cotton i’ Liverpool, of which 
vit be pm ey should be received 2 
port next week. 

We refer our readers particularly to our 
remaiks upon this subject last week, as our 
guesses came exactly true. Our estimate of 
receipts at the ports, at the ioterior, towns, 
and arrivals at Liverpool, were almost exactly 
correct. This arrival estimate is a new fea- 
ture in these articles and a very important 
one, and also one that cannot be found in 
any other circular. Of twelve sail vessels, 
ships and barques, carrying 25,000 bales of 
cotion, sailing from Southern ports, that 
arrived this week in Liverpool, two had been 
at sea nine weeks; two, eight weélis; one, 
seven weeks; five, six weeks, and two five 
weeks ; average seven weeks. As the weather 
grows warmer, and Western winds prevail, 
the average passage for sail vessels will be 
reduced to five weeks.
